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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments in claims 1 ,6,7, and 22, Vhich specifically binds" and "Ang-2-binding" raise new issues that 
require further consideration beyond their scope in the previously mailed final rejection. The previously mailed final rejection rejects the 
claims on the grounds that any molecule capable of binding to Ang-2 coupled to an imaging agent would be within the scope of the claims.
